Rom.13.4. Apotile Paul inthe before cited place biddeth to feare Prin- 
ces, if they do euill , becauſe che magiſtrates beare not the

and knowe fooliſhly take vpon them like Su@ Afincrnam to cenſure, 
ledge. controull and condemne the aRions and proceedings of 
their princes, through the other, that is lack of knowledge, 
they be come vnducifull and diſobodient to the lawes, ordi- 
nances,iniunions,acs, and atures of the king and his ma- 
giſtrates and officers ynder whom they live , Kings, Princes 
and gouernours do vſe oftentimes for diuerſe cauſes to dif

Here-hence then let Chiiſtian ſubieQs learne 
to beware that they tall not into vndutifullneſſe —_ 
this lacke of wiſdome ,in not diſcerning the lawfullneſle, 
drift and end of princes affaires . And likewiſe letthem 
here learne and ftriue robe acquainted with and to know 
their Princes lawes, for otherwile they muſt needs incurre 
the crime of yndutifullnefſe through lacke of knowledge, 
for how can they obay lawes which they neucr fawe, 
heard,not read of and yet canthey not be excuſed through 
ignorance.
